Today HUlef Is pushing llUk Sweden 
arounti. In much the same manner, (arcing 
her hand In apparent belief that she Is too 
tiny to dare make a stand. Two years ago he 

■ might have been correct, as a matter ol mili- 
tary power politics. One year ago the Swedes 
might have been forced to accede. Today 
their position is a changed one. 

There is growing evidence that If Hitler' 
forces the Issue much further, he may ha^ 
cause to regret his overconfidence. 

On April 16 the Swedish submarine Ulven 
disappeared In coastal waters. Three days 
Inter the commander of her sister ship the 
Draken reported that. In Swedish waters, 
he had been fired on by the armed GermaVi 
merchantman Altklrch. The nazls admitted 
this, with a ,cock-and-hu!l story seeking to 
Justify the aggression. In soarchlng (or the 
■wUlvon, divers found that the Germans had 
laid mine fields In Swedish waters; it Is' 
belioved[ that one of those mines probably 
sank the Ulven. 

These events came on top of discovery 
that a nazl plane,- flying over Sweden, was 
carrying arms In contravention ot cspilcll. 
agreement between the two nations. Simul- 
taneously there was public agitation about 
nazl soldiery crossing Sweden to and from 
Norway, on leave. Then high nail military 
officials began wandering around Horway 
In sight of the Swedish border. 

Tl^c Swedish government and press arc 
becoming belligerent In their attitude to- 
ward these episodes, and arc wiuhl^g Hitler 
that repetitions will be dlscoura^Uiy ai 
force. The people are howllngO^wn nazl 
propagandists; ten men selling nntl-Jewlsh 
llteraturo In Vastcras had to be saved Ly 
the police from a menacing .crowd. 

Sweden Is not a great military power and, 
on even terms, Qer'may could take her wlth- 

■ out worlilng up so much as a decent iRther. 
But terms aren't even. Germany has lost the 
Initiative everywhere, and Is now n rat show- 
ing its teeth in an cver-narrowlng corner. 

With help from the Allies. Sweden could 
help drive the last nail Into. Hitler's coffin. 
Her entry Into the war might provide that 
northern bridgehead that we need, at a lower 
cost than otherwise.

The list of army Jobs that W.^ACS were as-, 
signed to do In the beginning was small, but 
over the mbnths the list grew, and now 
numbers over 100; everything from statistical 
clerks to medical laboratory technicians. 

The Women's Army Auxiliary corps has set 
Its Bight on 1'50,000 for 1043. TlVi, WAACS 
proudly remind us that General Montgomery, 
with a like number of men, has kicked the 
Germans back over 1,500 miles of precious 
territory. 

The n&tlon's -woman power Is materially 
augmenting the nation's man power!
